NOBEL  PEACE  PRIZE. 


All  proposals  of  candidates  for  the  Nobel  Peace 
Prize,  which  is  to  be  distributed  December  10th,  1907, 
must,  in  order  to  be  taken  into  consideration,  be  laid 
before  the  Nobel  Committee  of  the  Norwegian  Par- 
liament by  a duly  qualified  person  before  the  first  of 
February  of  the  same  year. 

Any  one  of  the  following  persons  is  held  to  be  duly 
qualified : (a)  Members  and  late  members  of  the 

Nobel  Committee  of  the  Norwegian  Parliament,  as 
well  as  the  advisers  appointed  at  the  Norwegian  Nobel 
Institute;  (b)  Members  of  Parliament  and  Members 
of  Government  of  the  different  States,  as  well  as  Mem- 
bers of  the  Interparliamentary  Union;  (c)  Members  of 
the  International  Arbitration  Court  at  the  Hague; 
(d)  Members  of  the  Commission  of  the  Permanent 
International  Peace  Bureau;  (e)  Members  and  Asso- 
ciates of  the  Institute  of  International  Law;  (f) 
University  professors  of  Political  Science  and  of  Law, 
of  History  and  of  Philosophy ; and  ( g ) Persons  who 
have  received  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize. 

The  Nobel  Peace  Prize  may  also  be  accorded  to 
institutions  or  associations. 

According  to  the  Code  of  Statutes,  § 8,  the  grounds 
upon  which  any  proposal  is  made  must  be  stated,  and 
handed  in  along  with  such  papers  and  other  docu- 
ments as  may  therein  be  referred  to.

Donaldson,  Esq.,  R.  G.  Tatlow,  Esq., 
M.P.P.,  and  C.  J.  South,  Esq.,  J.P.  The  remaining 
ten  will  be  elected  by  a public  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose. 

5.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
at  Vancouver,  on  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year, 
until  changed  by  by-law  of  the  Society.

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and  copies  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such 
notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  be  filed  amongst 
the  records  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders.

By  65b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are  not 
in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between 
ora^kets.
